Tho inspection of tho librarian's 


book would show many names ut the 
heads of pngos that would bo tmrpri»ing 
to tho old citizen; tho names uf men 
who woro novor tmppoticd to hnvo tiny 
liking for reading, or u.xcrciueil any 
thought or oaro for educntion in uny 
form orHhnpo, who nre constant patrons 
of tho library, which only uorvou to 
nhow that Uiono who woro lentil expoofr 
cd lo patronize tlio library, patronistu it 
tho most.

business or professional man, to puwi 
away as to him soouis best, and wo feel 
confident that pur Hooka liuvo materi- 
ally aided him in passing away Dome of 
his tiruo profitably, 


In conclusion, wo have to nay wo 


havo boon well pleased with tho DUO- 
ccs» of the Krop Library, nnd hnvo no 
doubt but that its future will be an glo- 
rious us its short pnst, and will utondily 
inoroiue in its strength tir.il usefulness. 


From Iho abovo it will be observed 


, that the oxperimont of froo public librii- 


ries lias resulted in just what its friondst 
prodieted—in cultivating a taste for 
reading among tho public generally. It 
is n lamentable fuel, that tlio very oliisi 
of young rueo—and you»g women, too 
—in our city, who hnvo most neud of 
mental culture, are thu very ones who 
aro not reached by tho influence of our 
library system as it is at prcsout con- 
ducted. It in not so much tho cost to 
each individual which keeps them away 
from the library, but tho false fooling 
thai it is an exclusive concern, in which

havo BO interest j and this feeling, 


whilo it is undoubtedly not justified by 
the facts, is M natural us it is unjust, 
and must be dealt with in a practical 
and sensible manner, 
The American 


people thoroughly believe in tho propo- 
sition that "all uion nre created ei|unl," 
and there are no advantages of which 
tluij fool so free to nvnil themselves ns 
those which nre paid for by iho public, 
by taxation.
